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DEFENDS U.S. IN VIET NAM 


Viet Nam was the main-tepic 
of the speech by Congressman 
John E. Moss (D—Sacramento) 
in the quad last Wednesday after - 
noon. 

Sponsored by Young Demo- 
crats, Moss spent over an hour 
answering questions posed by 
SSC students after his short talk, 

Mess opened his speech by 
saying that he was not here to 
appear as an apologist for the 
government of the United States, 

Outlining his opinion on Viet 
Nam, Moss stated that it is 
three wars; military, economic 
and political, He said that we 
cannot achieve a victory in one 
without progress in the others, 

Moss believes in a continu- 
ation of application of force with 
restraint. He has visited the area 
himself and seen the damage done 
by a quarter of a century of war. 

Moss doesn’t agree with a 
policy of all-out war because 


it would nut settle the problems, 
“We can gain more by building 
economy in East Asia than by 
destroying an inadequate econ- 
omy.”’ 

Briefly mentioning the guber - 
natorial race, Moss said, ‘‘We 
should continue in office men 
who have experience in public 
office,’’ 

Most of the questions posed 
concerned Viet Nam, When ques- 
tioned as to why we continue 
foreign aid to countries that aid 
North Vietnam, Moss answered 
that by aiding them we orient 
their change to the West, He 
compared the diplomacy of the 
United States to an iceberg, We 
must recognize that our diplom- 
acy is more under the surface 
than on the top, he stated, 

Moss was questioned about 
news discrepancies from Viet 
Nam and he answered em-

1 Amendments 
CONSTITUTIONAL CHANGES OK’ED 
BY BOD, STUDENTS VOTE NEXT 


Eleven amendments to the 
ASSSC Constitution have been 
approved by the Board of Di- 
rectors and must now be voted on 
by the SSC student body. 

According to Richard Kimball, 
statues committee chairman, 
students will vote on the following 
constitution changes two weeks 
from today. 

Shall Article VI, Section 5 
Subsection B of the ASSSC Con- 
stitution regarding appointive of- 
fices be amended as follows: 
Candidates for appointment as 
student justices to the BOJ and 
the Attorney General must have 
completed a minimum of 45 sem- 
ester hours of college or univer- 
sity credit. He shall have attend- 
ed and completed at least one 
full semester as a student at 





SSC immediately prior to his 
candidacy and he must have a- 
chieved and shall maintain 
throughout his term at least a 
2.0 over-all grade point average, 
and must be appointed by the 
President of the ASSSC with the 
confirmation of the BOD and the 
approval of the College Presi- 
dent. 

(The major change here is 
in reducing te grade point av- 
erage from 2.5 to 2,0), 

Shall Article VI, Section 10, 
Subsection A be changed to read: 
Faculty representation shall be 
full-time members of the teach- 
ing faculty and shall be recom- 
mended by the President of this 
association (unless otherwise 
specified in Statutes) and shall 
be confirmed by favorable vote

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NBC’S NESSON TELLS HOW IT htath Bape 


ISTOCOVERWARINVIETNAM * 


‘My feeling is that corres- 
pondents have to be very careful 
not to become soldiers or semi- 
soldiers or play Boy Scout over 
there which some correspondeits 
do.’”’ 

These are the feelings of Ron 
Nesson, NBC news correspondent 
who formerly covered the war ef- 
fort in Vietnam. Nesson gave his 
views on covering a war during 
a luncheon hosted by Dr. Robert 
Johns on Wednesday October 5, 
The luncheon was attended by re- 
porters of the campus news me- 
dia, college administrators, and 
various faculty members. 

‘*] think,’’ says Nesson, ‘‘it’s 
my country fighting and Ameri- 
can men are dying, but still as a 
reporter it’s just another news 
story, and you have to remain s 
objective as you can in Vietnam, 
just as you do inany story. There 
are little ways you can do this. 
If I went out tocover military op- 
erations, if | could at all avoid it, 
if | wasn’t going to stay in the 
field — sleep in a fox hole over 
night, I’d try not to wear fatigue 
or a military uniform. I’d try to 
wear slacks and a sport shirt. 

**] think all newsmen when they 
first go to a war have got toprove 
something to themselves which is 
that they’re not cowards, and that 
when the shooting starts they’re 
not going to run away or panic, 

‘‘For some people you do thist 
once or twice and then you’ve 
proved it to yourself. A lot of 
people seem to have the need to 
prove this to themselves over and 
over and over again.”’ 

Concerning censorship of the 
news from the war zone, Nesson 
said, ‘‘NBC has no sort of cen- 
sorship at all. There isnoformal 
censorship in Vietnam. 

‘“‘There are three rules of vol- 
untary censorship. If you break 
these rules you do it at your own 
risk because you can have your 
accreditation taken away. 


“The three rules are: you 
don’t tell precisely how many 
Americans are killed or wounded 
in a battle. Secondly, you don’t 
write or broadcast about a mili- 
tary operation until the military 
spokesmen tell you officially that 
there is such an operation. The 
third rule is that when airplanes 
are shot down over North Viet- 
nam they are described as hav- 
ing gone down from ground fire 
— no difference being made be- 
tween those which are shot down 
by missiles and those which 
are shot down by regular anti- 
aircraft guns.”’ 


Nesson says that the official 
reason given for these rules is 
that the news would aid the enemy 
by letting him evaluate his de- 
fenses and their effectiveness. 
However, Nesson personally 
doesn’t entirely believe this. He 
feels that the rules tend to sup- 
press the bad news and empha- 
size the good. 

**] have a feeling that any po- 
lice reporter can cover a battle. 
It’s really just an extra large 
police story. It doesn’t take any 
great talent to cover a war, the 
shooting part of the war.’’ He 
points out that the real talent is 
needed in covering the politics 
of the war. He alsofeels that most 
people see the war as a mixedup 
series of pointless patternless 
battles. ‘‘The real talent for are- 
porter, I think, is needed in 
the area of trying to explain why 
things happen rather than just 
giving a running, play-by-play 
account of a battle.’’ 

What does Nesson foresee in 
the area of live coverage of the 
war effort? ‘One of the problems 
of trying to cover one of the bat- 
tles live on television is how 
would you get the two sides to 
stop long enough for the commer - 
cials”’

Know what a ‘‘wet pass’’ is 

How about a “‘dry pass’’ 

Chances are that unless you’ve played water polo, or are at least 
a knowledgeable follower of the sport, these two terms won't be too 
familiar. 

That makes the odds about 55-1 against your ever having come 
up against these two terms, since of the 11,000 students at Sacramento 
State, abcut 200 different persons will see the water polo matches this 
year, 

Sad but true. 

Even though water polo is not one of the ‘‘major’’ sports at SSC, 
the proportionate turnout of students for the matches doe sn’t even 
qualify the sport for the ‘‘minor’’ class, A crowd of 50 or 60 persons 
for the water polo team is like the Dodgers playing to a capacity house 
at the Los Angeles Memoria! Coliseum, 

Almost, anyway). 

The main point, though, is that water polo isn’t such a bad game 
to watch—and that going to see a water polo match doesn’t necessarily 
automatically class a person as a ‘‘kook,’? Coach Joe Glander and his 
team would love to have a big crowd at their matches, 

UNDERSTANDING MIGHT HELP 

Of course, one of the biggest reasons that no one goes to these 
water polo matches is the fact that hardly anyone knows how the game 
is played, understands the rules or the strategies, and thus, is able 
to enjoy the games, 

Working on the theory that more people would go to matches if 
they understood the sport, we interviewed Coach Glander to find out 
just what this aquatic version of basketball is all about, 

To tell you the truth, until we talked to Glander, we didn’t know 
a wet pass from a dry pass either. 

Water polo matches are divided into four seven-minute quarters, 
There is a two minute rest period between the first and second, and 
third and fourth quarters, Halftime is five minutes, 

Each team has seven players, including one goal keeper or 
goalie, three forwards, and three guards, The only player who is 
restricted in his movement in the pool is the goalie, He cannot move 
more than four yards away from the goal (which is three feet high and 
ten feet long), All other players can move about the pool in any man- 
ner they want, 

One similarity between water polo and soccer is that an offensive 
player cannot precede the ball across the two yard line, The bal! must 
cross the line first, After the ball is over the line, though, any of the 
players can cross the line. 

The object of the game, of course, isto work the ball into such a 
position that a goal can be scored, 

THREE WAYS 

This can be done in three different ways. 

One method is dribbling, The player swims along, with the ball 
being pushed forward between his arms, 

Another method is the ‘‘wet pass’’. This is a pass thrown from 
one team member to the other, with the ball falling into the water just 
short of the player it is being thrown to, 

Finally, there is the ‘dry pass’’, Thisis a pass thrown from one 
player to another without the bal! touching the water. This is usually 
the most advantageous type of pass to throw, since the ball does not 
become wet, slippery, and hard to handle—making a scoring attempt 
much easier, 

During the game, players are not allowed to push off the sides 
or bottom of the pool if they are going to try to gain possession of the 
ball, They must raise their feet off the bottom or float away from the 
side, and then go after the ball. It is legal to stand on the bottom, 
though, if they are not after the ball. Pushing off is not allowed when 
a player is going to shoot, 

Unlike basketball, however, it is legal to “‘dunk” a player or to 
grab his arm if he is going totake a shot, If this were done in basket- 
ball, whistles would be blowing all night, 

But just to insure that things don’t get too rough, players can be 
charged with personal fouls, After four fouls a player is out of the 
game.

GRAB WRONG PLAYER 

Penalties and fouls are assessed for various misdemeanors, 
from grabbing a player who doesn’t have the ball, to holding the ball 
in two hands, which is illegal for all players except the goalie, 

Penalties usually are either free throws or penalty shots, For 
a free throw, the team gets one free pass from one team member to 
another, but they cannot try to score with the free throw, The penalty 
shot allows a team one free shot at the goal, with only the goalie al- 
lowed to try to block the shot, 

Points are scored at the rate of one point per goal. 

And that, in a very small nutshell, is water polo, 

You can no longer claim ignorance as an excuse for not going 
to water polo matches, 

Neither can you claim poverty, because admission is free. 

Why not test your new knowledge this afternoon’ 

The Hornets will host Humboldt State College at 4:00 in the 
SSC pool.

And if you can’t make this afternoon, you can always take in to- 
morrow’s sports double-header: SSC vs Chico in water polo at 11:00;

“by a favorable vote of two- 
thirds majority of the voting 
members.’’) 

Shall the following amendment 
be added to Article 11, Section 5 
of the ASSSC Constitution: The 
ASSSC President shall have the 
power to veto any action or 
policy of the coordinators or of 
the executive boards of the 
various activity areas, provided 
that such vetoes shall not take 
effect until after the first regular 
meeting of the BOD at which 
notice of the vetoes is submitted 
by the ASSSC President in writ- 
ing. Only if the BOD fails 
to override the vetoes by a vote 
of the majority of its voting 
membership, the vetoes shall 
take effect on the day following 
the above specified meeting. 

No given branch of the ASSSC 
governmental structure (the ex- 
acutive, the legislative, or the 
judicial) shall, acting alone, be 
empowered to veto, abrogate, 
or suspend the results of any 
election held under the auspices 
of the ASSSC. 

Shall Article VI, Section 7 
be changed to read as follows; 
Removal of all appointed officers, 
except the Treasurer, members 
of the BOJ and BOJA may be 
effected by the ASSSC President 
at his pleasure, provided that all 
such removals must be reported 
to the BOD by the ASSSC Presi- 
‘dent at the BOD’s next regular 
meeting, following the removal, 
The BOD may, at such a meet- 
ing, annul such removals by a 
two-thirds vote of its voting 
membership. 

(This section previously 
stated that removal of all ap- 
peachment, must be accomplish- 
ed in the same manner in which 
they were appointed.’’) 

Shall Article [V, Section 2, 
sub-section A be amended to 
read as follows: The BOD shall 
be composed of the following 
voting members, one administra- 


tive representative and one 
faculty representative, and 
student members who shall 


consist of the following one re- 
presentative from each of the 
college division areas, an unde- 
clared majors representative, a 
men’s representative, and a 
women’s representative. The 
Vice President of the ASSSC 
shall be chairman of the BOD, 

The BOD shall elect one of 
its voting members to serve as 


absence of the Vice President and 
shall perform related duties as- 
signed to him by the Vice 
President. 

(The change here is the ad- 
dition of a BOD vice chairman.) 


Shall Article VI, Section 4, 
subsection B of the ASSSC Con- 
stitution be amended to read as 
follows: In the event of the 
vacancy of the office of the Pre- 
sident the following line of 
succession shall be observed 
until such time as the vacancy 
is filled by special election. 

(1) vice president 

(2) vice chairman of the BOD 

(3) BOD members other than 
the above in order of seniority. 
Whenever BOD members shall 
be of equal seniority, the BOD 
shall determine by majority vote 
who shall have priority. 


Shall Article VI, Section 4, 
have the following subsection C 
added to it: In the event of a 
vacancy in the office of the Vice 
President, the following line of 
succession shall be observed in 
determining who shall serve as 
acting vice president until such 
time as the vacancy is filled by 
a special election: 

(1) the vice chairman of 
the BOD, 

(2) BOD members other than 
the above in order of seniority. 
Whenever BOD members shall be 
of equal seniority, the BOD shall 
determine by majority vote who 
shall have priority. 

Shall Article V, Section 2, 
subsection B of the ASSSC Con- 
stitution be amended as follows: 
The Board of Justice shall have 
the authority to handle any dis- 
ciplinary case submitted to it by 
the Dean of Students, or his 
representative. In such action, 
the BOJ shall serve as an agent 
of the college, not as an agent 
vi uit ADSSL, and shall ohserve 
the following procedures: 


(1) a reasonably clear and 
inclusive list which describes 
misconduct subject to discipline 
shall be made available to stu- 
dents by the Dean of Students 
office. 


(2) Students charged with mis- 
conduct shall be provided with 
a written statement specifying the 
nature of the particular mis- 
conduct charged, at least five 
calendar days before a hearing 


vice chairman. The tenure of 
the vice-chairman shall be con- 
current with the membership of 
the BOD which elects him. The 
vice chairman shall serve as 
chairman of the BOD in the 
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is to be held. 
(3) The BOJ shall hold a 
closed hearing unless an open 


or partially open hearing is re- 
quested by the student charged 
with misconduct. 

(4) No member of the BOJA, 
no witness, no person who has 
brought the charge, and no person 
alleged to have been injured or 
damaged by the misconduct 
may be accompanied by an ad- 
visor of his choice during the 
hearing. 


visor of his choice during the 
hearing. 

(5) A student charged with 
misconduct may be accompanied 
by an advisor of his choice dur- 
ing the hearing. 

(6) The student charged with 
misconduct may question infor- 
mants or witnesses whose state - 
ments may be considered by the 
BOJ during its hearing. The 
BOJ may not, over the objection 
of the student charged with mis- 
conduct, consider the statements 
of witnesses who are not or who 
cannot reasonably be made avail- 
able for such questioning by the 
student charged with misconduct. 

(7) Evidence obtained or ac- 
quired by illicit or clandestine 
means may not be used in the 
BOJ’s hearing. 

(8) A written or sound-re- 
corded transcript shall be made 
upon of the hearing for the pur- 
poses of judicial review as pro- 
vided for by Articie V, Section 9. 

(9) The BOJ shall provide 
reasonable opportunity for the 
student charged with misconduct 
to present witnesses on his 
behalf. 

(All nine of the procedures 
outlined above are additions to 
the section.)

They say the average student at Sacramento State is 26 years 
old, with one and one-half children.

Few people know that authority for listing the propositions from 
one to 16 on the ballot rests solely in the hands of the California State 
Legislature, A study in human behavior revealed that the average vot- 
er is relatively ignorant of the many state ballot measures.

He’ll be all gung-ho in the first parts of the ballot, voting posi-

Proposition One is listed first, It’s titled “‘Constitutional Revi-

Proposition Sixteen is listed last. It’s the controversial Clean 
Amendment that declares state policy is to prohibit obscene matter and 
conduct, The Legislature wants it to fail.

ITERARY 
SCENE

Charles M, Schulz is, beyond 
any reasonable doubt, a one- 
man literary phenomenon, In the 
space of 16 short years he has 
evolved an inocuous children’s 
comic strip into a witty, alle- 
gorical microcosm of Ameri- 
can life. 

He gets less serious consid- 
eration than, say, Al Capp, be- 
cause his humor is never vicious 
or corrosive; nevertheless it is 
always penetrating, often devas- 
tating. 

The vast popularity of Pea- 
nuts seems to stem from a sort 
of mass identification; not with 
any specific character, but with 
the strip as a whole, with each 
character representing a differ- 
ent aspect of the human person- 
ality; Charlie Brown, the inse- 
cure bungler; Lucy, the lightning 
temper; Linus, the perrenial 
child; Pig-Pen, the nonconform- 
ist; Schroeder, the tempera- 
mental artist, But above all stands 
Snoopy, the independent beagle 
with the fluent imagination. 

Over the years Snoopy has 
transformed himself into, among 
other things, a polar bear, a 
vulture, a boa constrictor and a 
submarine commander, But it is 
his performance in Schulz’s latest 
book which will prove his most 
memorable, The book is ‘‘Snoopy 
and the Red Baron’’, and the role 
is that of the intrepid World War I 
Sopwith Camel pilot. 

“*Red Baron” is written ina 
grossly modified stream of con- 
sciousness style, utilizing every 
last cliche of war movies and 
novels, The page layouts are the 
same as Schulz’s Happiness and 
Security books and a slow read- 
er can get through the entir: 
work in no more than seven or 
eight minutes, 

But don’t let such a childish 
surface fool you—this is all the 
more effective in portraying the 
nature of a child’s world of fan- 
tasy. The book is an outrageous- 
ly successful appeal to the read- 
er’s imagination and lust for ad- 
venture, and one has no difficulty 
at all falling into the mood and 
spirit of the superhuman pilot. 

There can be little doubt that 
“Snoopy and the Red Baron’’ is 
destined to become a timeless 
children’s classic—more so than 
anything Schulz has written to 
date. And like all children’s 
classics it will be a never -ending 
source of amusement and enter - 
tainment for the adult reader. 
Perhaps it is the comic illusion 
of Snoopy’s Walter Mitty exis- 
tence, or perhaps the poetic 
verbal and pictorial simplicity 
of Charles Schulz at his best 
that accounts for the book’s un- 
deniable appeal, 

But, really, couldn’t it just be 
the desire to soar in a rickety 
Sopwith biplane into the crisp 
morning air, proudly challenging 
the scourge of the skies to a fin- 
al, desperate fight to the finish?
